"The timber business is one of tbe most 


remunerative owing to the high price of 
lumber of every kind. There Is a Uttle 
ant which eats through a large timber 
stick of any soft wood, within a coupla 
of weeks, rendering it imposs-ble to uae 
other than the hardest of woods in the 
building of houses. There are not enough 
houses in Manila and the rents are ex- 
ceedingly high. Few houses are being 
Ijuflt on account of the high prices of 
lumber of all kinds. There are few saw 
mills, and again there are few Vcenses to 
cut Umber from tbe public lands. For 
a. few months early In the ywir, the li- 
censes for timber cutting were not re- 
newed, but the price* of lumber went 
so high that tbe department allowed the 
taking off of trees under the old plans. 
Thla branch of Industry employs many 
men, 
but was hampered by the destruc- 


tion of so many of the caribou, which are 
the only beasts of burden of the country. 
The timber most in use Is a hard wood 
something like oak, while there are oth- 
«• trees of the mahogany varieties which 
enter largely Into the trade, 
"There are good deposits of minerals 


in sight, the principal one being of 
course the coals, which are found aa 
close as fifty mttes to Manila. This coal 
is found also In other parts of the archi- 
pelago and while It Is not of the very 
best it la as good as the Nagasaki, or 
usual grade of tbe Japanese coals. There 
are, too, large measures of iron ores, 
while It Is known that there Is gold, for 
the Spaniards for many years took gold 
out of old mines, but the product was 
small on account of the methods follow- 
ed. The coals are being worked, but the 
development of the mineral wealth Is 
only desultory as yet 
"Great things are expected from the 


syndicates Which are being organized for 
the purpose of exploiting the country,

trees which are to be propagated at first 
are being collected by Mr. Bben F. Ix>w, 
of Puwawaa, Hawaii, who Is an earnest 
advocate of fcrestry work. 


The development will be under the di- 


rect supervision of Mr; Haughs, the Ter- 
ritorial forester, the fact that several 
of the species have nearly disappeared 
being taken as evidence that there must 
be used seme particular pains, for cul- 
tivation of the trees from aewl. This 
Is believed to be ths:case with the san- 
dalwood tree, which is said by Hllgard1 
to be practically Impossible of propaga- 
tion from the seed.
